How can one describe or see all this 
rich record of the past? So let me make 
a fast escape into the present. 

In my first walks around Florence, I 
began to be troubled by a modern para- 
dox. There were hundreds of political 
posters all over the city, which was 
nothing ususual, of course. All through 
France, Italy and other European coun- 
tries the walls and housefronts are cov- 
ered with political posters and slogans. 
Kt is a very popular form of communica- 
tion, and a very old one, too. In Pom- 
peii I was shown an election slogan 
painted on the stone walls of a street 
two thousand years ago. 


Some Factories and 
Workers in the Suburbs 


In Florence, one saw only proletarian 
posters, Communist posters. But the 
people on the streets everywhere looked 
One didn’t see workers, 
as in Venice, Naples, Milan or even 
Rome. None of the usual guide-books 
had any answer. (They never indicate 
that people live and work in these places 
today, and have political, economic or 
cultural problems.) 

So I started hunting for better guides 
to Florence, and soon found comrades 
to help me. Florence, which has a 
population of 400,000, is definitely a 
city of the small. bourgeoisie, they told 
me. There are factories, too, some of 
industrial importance, such as the Fiat 
works, brought here during the war, and 
the Galileo factory of optical —instru- 
ments, etc. These factories and their 
thousands of workers are located on the 
outskirts of the city. ‘They vote solidly 
Communist in the elections. 

Florence, ‘where the-small bourgeoisie 


outnumbered the factory workers, never- 


theless voted in a Communist Mayor and 
a Communist council. How did this 
ever come about? 

“There are several good reasons,” said 
my first informant, a former college pro- 
fessor now working as qa sub-editor on a 
progressive evening paper, the New 
Corriere. 

-“The small bourgeoisie has been get- 
ting a retten deal. This government, a 
mere stooge of America, has diverted the 
ERP funds only to the big trusts of Italy.

KWEILIN (By Mail).—The Chinese People’s 
Liberation Army which brought liberation to 
Kwangsi Province has also brought new life to 
the Yao ple; pygmy dwellers of the. bleak 
heights Kwangsis rugged mountains. Many 
of the Yao inhabitants are only half the height 
of an average Chinese. 

Generations of semi-starvation diet and back- 
breaking toil have stunted their bodies but have 
never broken their rebellious spirit which led 
their ancestors to flee to the mountain tops rather 
than live under the oppressive rule of China's 
feudal lords. Their is no soil on the rocky moun- 
tain tops. Year in and year out they have had 
to carry the earth from distant places and fill 
in hollows which faced the sun. eir Herculean 
labors were in this way rewarded with pate 
of soil dotting the mountain sides of the four 
counties of West Kwangsi where they lived. 

The meagre crops which these patches of 
land yielded ey enabled them to subsist on 
their diet of gruel. They had to gather wild 
vegetables which grew on the mountain side to 
supplement their food.

~ JN THEIR DESIRE to keep away from their 
pressors, they seldom ventured down 
to the plains, They went without salt and used 
chili to flavor their tasteless food. On wintry 
nights, men and women clad in thin garments 
huddled around the fires to gather a little warmth 
in their windswept thatc huts or caves. Girls 
married in their teens and took their place in 
the hard fight for existence. 

But even the moutains did not keep out the 
vicious tentacles of the Kuomintang machine. 
Corrupt. Kuomitang officials located their homes 
and relentlessly made them pay grain levies and 
conscripted their men. 

IN 1929, a Yao leader, Ho Hsi-fang, joined 
the First Workers’ and Peasants’ Red Army of 
China. He became the first chairman of the then 
Kuoteh County Soviet. His example was followed 
by the Yao people in other districts and bitter Yao 
men and women took up arms against the Kuo- 
mintang. When the Red Army withdrew for the 
famous Long March north to fight the Japanese 
invaders, they carried on their guerilla fighting 
against the Kuomintang for two years in their 
mountainous districts. Stories of this heroic fight 
have become legendary among the Yao people. 


’ * 

IN 1948, when the Kuomintang unleashed 
civil war after the Japanese surrender, they again 
took up arms to fight the Kuomintang men whom 
they called “evil Kuomintang Han men.” They 
distinguished them from the “good Communist 
Han men.” The Han people form the majority of 


China’s multiple-nationality population. © 


‘The Yao insurgents set up democratic village 
governments. When the Kuomintang troops came 
out to suppress them, they fought shoulder to 
shoulder with the “Communist Han men.” Faced 
by heavy odds, they moved their families and 
property and retreated deeper into the moun- 
tains. 

Their stubborn fight for freedom at last found 
its reward and their- generations of suffering at 
last came to an end.

THIS WEEK IN LONDON, Khama said he was un
